being to be fuppofed, that making great 
Quantities, they can fell cheap : which

thrive in their ‘private Convers Theld 
Operators therefore “having ready vent 
for their Preparations , they contrive 
the cheapeft Methods of preparing }}t 
, Beene N ye chem} 
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them; not-regarding how injurious 
they are tothe Sick, ard thofe that di- 
fpenfe their Medicines ; or to thofe 
curious Perfous who deal in nice Expes 
riments: which differences inthe fame 
Materials do often exceedingly vary, 
thefe unworthy Selfith People being 
highly fatished, if the Subftance, they 
vend, tefemble the Genuine th all fenfi- 
ble properties. Now thofe that are well 
acquainted with Chymiftry, know that 
moft of the ordinary Preparations 
which arethe Grounds or Ingredients 
of others, may be vatioufly prepared; 
and yet all of them approach fo neat 
unto the true, thar the moft judicious 
Eye , Nofe, or Palate; cannot diftin- 
suith between them. 

As for inftance, There is no Venal Pre- 
paration comes more in ufe than Subli- 
mate madeof Salts and Mercury, whe- 
ther to make Mercuriws Dulcws, Butter

Quality of his food, that it be. fuch ag

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is moft agteeable to his conftitution 
and imployment; a grofs food being 
moft futable to thofe that are of a 
ftrong robuft, a more fine and deli- 
cate to fuch as have a nore {pare and 
weakly complexion : he allows them 
alfo fuch food’as being long accutto- 
med to, they find agreeable to them, 
there being Idiofyncracies or peculi- 
arities in Ae men, whereby fome 
food agrees well with them, which 
wottld be nexious to others feeming- 
ly of the fame conftitution.

For 
if the quantity be greater then_ the 
ferment of the Stomach can diflolve 
theChyle will enter the Blood Crude, 
and’ being: more then-that is ufed to 
affimilate at once,and not well opened 
by a previous digeftion,it by infenfible 
degrees depraves the beft conftituttons 
for then the blood fupplies the Brain, 
Nerves, Vifcera, and Mufculous parts 
with unfutable Spirits, and nourifh- 
ment which affecting them after an 
~ unufual 











unufual manner, pain or fomewhat 
worfe, is in time the refule of this 
bad or irregular Diet. Then for the 
quality of the food if it abound too 
much with Oyly and Spirituous parts, 
it puts the blood into that great coms 
motion or Ebullition we ftile a Fever, 
if with cold Crude juyces as Melons, 
Cucumbers or Cherries, it fome- 
times extinguifhes the Native-hear, 
and if the fick efcape they are ufually 
ftigmatized by blotches or eruptions 
all over their bodies or in fome parti- 
cular parts, whereat the Morbous 
matter is excluded, Laftly, if Sale 
be predominant in the nourifhment 
it caufes various Maladies, efpecially 
of the Genus nervofum often occafions 
ftrange diforders in the whole mafs of 
blood and fometimes Corrodes the 
External parts which it deforms and 
and torturesin Ulcers, Fiftula’s, Can- 
cers and other painful, loathfome and 
formidable Difeafes. All which might 
have been prevented, and if ‘timely 

care 
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eare had been taken, cured by a futa- 
ble and orderly Diet. For an ill 
Crafis or Conftioation of the blood 
doth not always, prefently, difplay ic 
felf in fuch bad Syptoms’as ro deferve 
the denomination of a difeafe, this by 
Phyfitians is called a Neutral-ftate 
which may be firft Checke, and then 
redrefled by Dict. For although if we 
will examine things ftrictly there is no 
middle between ficknefs and health, 
yet becaufe it is fo hard tofind a Stan-« 
dard: for either of them ; therefore 
Phyfitians have agreed on this third, 
as an expedient the better to exprels He 
their thoughts : fo that we apprehend 1 
amanis in perfe& health who 1s free 
from pain ot any Indifpofition, per- 
forms in his own and the Phyfitians 
opinion all Animal and Natural Aci. 
ons as well as if he were in perfeé 
health, we account a Netttrai {tate to.

It’s fo well: known that many In- 
difpofitions are cured by Batting or 
afpare Diet, that 1 need only mention 
it. Others aré cured bya Dict axact 
for the quantity of food which hath 
Jaudible qualities, for what is taken 
being no more then can be well over 
come and diflolved by the ftomach 5 
this conveyed - into” the blood {oon 
renders it more {pirituous, whereby 
what is crude is either digefted, or 
carryed offin perfpiration ; fo that 
Nature being duely fed with a: con- 
fant fupply of good fpirits, the bad 
texture of the blood is foon exchanged 
for one: more innocent. ‘Thus Con- 
(umptions and other Chronical Di- 
{tempers have been frequently cured. 
Many difeafes are overcome by a Diet 
contrary to. the peccant matter ; as 
| Hedticks 








Hedticks by a Milk Diet ; Fevers’ by 
Prifans; _ fome Confumptions by 
Snails,and other glutinous fubftances ; 
Hor Diicafes by moift cold; Cold and 
moift by a hot and drying Dict. Some 
Difeafes are alwayes moderated and 
often cured by fubftraing from. the 
liquid part of the nouritbment , as 
Catarrhs ; others by allowing it more 
plentifully, asin that dreadful Difeafe 
called by Phyfitians Cholera sMorbus, 
wherein if the Patient take great 
quantitics of Poflet-drink, or thin 
weak Chicken-broath, thofe affright- 
ful fymptoms of Vomiting and Loofe- 
nefs {oon ceafe;the liquor dilating that 
corrofive faline matter, which prick- 
ing the coats of the ftomach, and in- 
teftines, caufed thofe violent workings 
upwards and downwards. And this ts 
a remedy fo certain chat I never yet 
obferved it to fail, and others who 
have had longer time and more oppor- 
tunities to make Obfervations than my 
felfy and particularly he whom I rake 
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to be the firfk inventor of this cafily 
parable effe€tual Remedy, do unani- 
moufly afirme, That it hath {carcely 
ever frufirated their Expectations ; and 
yet we know that many mifcarry’ of 
this diftemper , even where the pre- 
tended generous Remedies of. the 
Chymifts, and beft methods of thofe 


whom they ftyle Galenifis have been 


imployed. 

But to proceed: Another way of 
curing Difcafes by Diet, and the laft 
I fhall mention, is with fome forts of 
food, which by a bidden or fpecifical 
property cure Difeafes. Our inftances 
{hall be only in the Vegetable Kinge- 
dom, whofe Simplcs ate numerous, 


and they differ from each other in

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We have hitherto treated of Meats, 
which Phyfitians, as I have fhewed 
can render medicinal. | now proceed 
to mention, Drinks, which are no lefs, 
nay more capable of being improved, 
by being impregnated with the virtues 
of Simples Animal, Vegetable , and 
Mineral, or their Preparations , and 
not become confiderably diftaftful to 
the Palate, or naufeous to the Sto- 
mach; There are myriads of {uch pre- 
{cripts in the books of Authors. I 
{hall only. mention that method which 
is of general ufe inorder to the ex- 
tricating the virtues of Simples or 
Conipolitions , which ts this: The 
ingredients are to be hung in fermen- 
ting liquors, whether Wine, Ale, 
Beer, or Cider, ec. and that their 
medicating properties are extracted 
by this method, dayly experience doth 
atreft, many who cither will not, or 
cannot ufe other Phyfick, being re- 
covered ‘by ingredients thus prepa- 
red. For the fermenting liquors be- 
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ing in a brisk motion, and abound- 
ing with active parts chiefily {piri 
tuous, infinuate themfelves into the 
moft private reccfles of the Simples or 
other materials, give motion enotigh 
to their active parts to loofen them 
from the more gtofs, and drive them 
into ‘the liquor, and thefe freed, af- 
fociate with their deliverers to un- 
foofe the tet. And that the Crajfis, 
or chief parts and properties of Sime 
ples are by this method obtained, is 


evidenced by the effeéts and tafts of the 
drinks exaétly emulating thofe of the 
materials which were thus fermen- 
ted.

Thus have we fhewed of how great 
advantage a-convenient Dict is in or-

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der to the cure of Difeafes, 1 have 
fpoken more largly to this particular, 
not that I defign to learn Phyfici- 
ans any new notion, they having 
many of them better digefted thot ughts 


‘on this’ fubject, then thefe which 


are the Produé& of. two hours Me- 
ditation; But I ‘mention thefe things 
partly on the. account of the Vulgar, 
that they may have other apprchen- 
fions of underftanding Phyfictans, 
then they have hitherto entertained; 
as alfo that I might learn the Apothe- 
caries to know themfelves, and their 
own infufficiency.; or if they will not 


acknowledge it, to expofe them fo na- © 


kedly to others, that, unlefs they will 
fhut their eyes, they cannot but be- 
hold unpardonable. weaknefs and 
oteat defedts in moft. of thofe confi- 
dent blind Bayards, the Quacking 
Apothecaries ; who before 1 have dif- 
mifled them, will appear lean .and 
{crannel, though now they .feem 
plump and juycy. 1 fhall therefore 
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procced to polifh the e mirror: wherein 
if impartial Spectators do view and 
compare them with Learned honeft 
Phyficians,they will find without any 
delufive ¢€ Catoptrical trick, no lefs 
diference between them, then there is 
betwixt admired beauty, and hated 
deformity. 

Theref fore laftly , A Phyfitian, will 
appear to be Superior to other pre- 
tenders, if we reflect on thofe many 
advantages he hath, whereof they are 
wholly deftitute. He is accounted to 
to enjoy a great Piviledge, who hath 
beer Educated by an Eminent Praéti- 
cjioner of Phyfick, who hath been free 
in his communications to him; and 
this is by the Vulgar accounted fuf- 
ficient to conftirute a perfon, who 
hath been in fuch circumftances an 
able Phyfitian: And the beft plea th 
Apothecaries have, is, that they have 
colle&ted the Practice of fome wor- 
thy Phyfitian for moft Difeafes ; now 
there is no Phyfitian but injoys the 

benefit 
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benefit of the writings of many hun-

nent in the fame faculty before him : 
Thefe have {faithfully communicated 
their experiments and obfervations of 
the caufes and fymptoms of difeafes, 
and of their cures; what methods and 
Medicines they found moft, benefi- 
cial, what things are injurious and 
tobe avoided: And there are, others 
who have left us their writings con- 
cerning the virtues of molt. Simple 
and Compounded Medicines, im what 
cafes they have been foundefiectual ; 
and many (which is perhaps the moft 
profitable way of writing ), have eft 
us intire books of Medical Obferva- 
tions,to which Phyfitians, who have a 
Scheme of them in their memories 
have recourfe in difficult cafes, and by 
Analogy know how to proceed, as da 
the Lawyers, on other occafions. 
Now let us fuppofe with fome. that

Thave elfe where demonftrated, but 
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of bad confequence, le ading us to the 

eoled& of the writings of many Ex- 
geblene Perfons,from which we do day- 
ly derive great affiftance: Por although 
J will not deny bur that there may be 
fome uncertainty, and the Analo ogy 
may not be altogether fo exact, as we 
could defires yet it is no otherwifé

frequent, and if they are rogiftered, 
itis tinder the notion ol extarordinary 
events.

and to run fo great a rifque to efcape 
dangers, which they could not other- 


ways avoid. But this is not the cafe 
of any that are fick, there being choice 
of means, fo that for a man adviledly 
to hazard that, which is fo precious 
and valuable as life, by committing 
himfelf to the care of ignorant un- 
skilful Empericks, when he might ina 
sreat meafure fecure it by confulting 
a fober Learned Phyfitian, is to put an 
affront upon his reafon, or to dif- 
efteem his life: but certainly there 
are not many, who after fo fair a warn- 
ing given them,will expofe themfelves 
to dangers, which they may fo eafily 
avoid. 1 will therefore now ‘proceeds 
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in. compliance with my promife, too} 
give.-an, account of fome of thof 
numberlefs unworthy practifes, the 
Apothecaries are manifeftly guilty of 
in,Order to the difgracing Phyfitianss, 
and infinuating, or confirming a goodif! 
opinion of themfelves. |

forgive and forget all former mifcar- 
riages, and give them {uch encourage- 
ment as reafonable and honeft perfons 
can defire. Now all that the Phyfici- 
ans expe of them, is that they keep 
in their own Station, and endeavour 
to an{wer the end of their inftieution, 
Thatis, Firf they fhall give the Phyfi- 
cians fufficient fecurity and affurance, 
that they will carefully and faithfully 
prepare their medicines; And fecond- 
ly, that this thall be their foleimploy- 
ment, theyno more intruding them- 
felves into the Phyficians, which is 
the praGice of Phylick, If thefe be 
not reafonable requefts, ler the Apo- 
thecaries themfelves propofe {uch as 
are, which the Phyficians are ready 
to receive. Now that the Phyficians

no lefs plentiful provifion of remedies 
for the poor than for the rich, that 
Difeafes may be cured in the abfence 
of Aurum potabile and coftly Elixirs ; 
without Magifterial Syrups, Apozems 
or other chargeable Compofitions. 
We have I perfwade my felf Medi- 
cines at our doors, or neer us: we 
need only gather, and flightly prepare 
them, and certainly ’tis no great la- 
bour or trouble to'make an Infufion 
or Decoction, to. exprefs the juyce; 
or dry, the herb 5» and employ the 
powder : and yer thefe eafie and obvi- 
ous Preparations are oftentimes (per- 
haps ufually) no lefs effectual then 
thofe, which are more elaborate. 
Now: of how creat advantage is it to 
the poor to be adopted Apothecaries 
by the Phyfitian ; and inftruéted how 
to make their own phyfick, which 
cofts them nothing bur a little labour? 
Thefe otherwife by reafon of poverty 
muft commit all to Nature, whereby 
they are often expofed to a manife 
hazard, 
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hazard; and many die who if they 
had feafonably confulted the Phyf- 
tian might have been -refcued with 
fome common familiar remedy. Be- 
fides we fhall frequently have op- 
portunities of obliging the poor ih 
another way ; For Phyfitians having 
for « their patients many Ladies, 
Gentlewonien and other Perfons of 
Confideration or Quality ,°'whofe 
charitable inclinations difpofe ‘them 
not oily ‘to feed and clothe the poor, 
but alfo to’ fupply them with Phy- 
fick, if they knew what was proper 
for their Difeafes, now a Phyfitian 
knowing what .Diftempers ate moft 
frequent’ in his neighbourheod, can 
inftruét them what provifion they 
fhould miake in Order to ‘their Cure, 
of Drugs , Simple diftilled Waters, 
syrups, Conferves, Spirituous? or 
Cordial-waters ; and thofe much ber- 
terthen any which are made in the 
Apothecaries fhops. For I thould fup-

Now what I have mentioned, is neta 
meer f{uppofition, or a thing defi- 
rable |; butis daily pra@iced by, many 
tender, {weet-natur’d Creatures : and 
H all, Phyfitians improve the. Intereft 
they have in VVealthy, Generous Pa- 
tients, I perfwade. my felf it’ will be- 
come a general Practice. Which if it 
fhould, as thefe gallant perfons will 
be commended by all men, and‘be- 
loved: by. thofe towards whom they 
exercife this beneficial Charity; fo 
without, doubr thefe AGions will 
be acceptable to God, and have their 
reward in this-life, and in that which 
1s to.come. 

6. This will be of high advantage 
to. Phyfitians, and thofe Patients of

Now 
Phyfitians, in the Country comporting

like to have, J leave to others to con- 
jectureyy for my own partl willnorafs 
firm, That any are difpatched by i

hitherto abftained. from that practice,

thofe that provide, and give their Me- 
dicines themfelves ; branding them, 
in all Companies, with the ignomini- 
ous Titles of Empirick, and Afounte- 
banck: which injurious defign. often 
takes effe& among thofe half-witted 
people, that are greater admirers of 
Formality, than Realities. But the 
Colledge having publifhed fuch a 
Declaration , as 1 have mentioned , 
Phyfitians will receive greater: encou- 
ragement from difcerning perfons, 
who. certainly will be beft {atisfied 
with their Phyfick; when they have it 
from the Phylitian himfelf ,° which 
furely will be as good as‘he can con-

occafion for, who want only the know- 
ledge of their. virtues, or howto pre- 
pare them: with both which they 
will better acquaint themfelves, when 
they leave of the Apothecaries , ‘and 
take Pharmacy into their own hands, 
which brings to my mind, thofe other 
Advantages that will: attend fuch a 
fate of Phyfick. 
| 7. Phy- 
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7. Phyfitians’ preparing their own 
Medicines, and giving or felling them 
to the poor , without expecting any 
thing for advice, is.a great advantage 
to the Publick, as it overthrows the 
practice of perfons, that are ‘ignorant 
of the Art. of Phyfick, who new 
take on them to Adminifter it, to the 
great prejudice anddammage. of the 
people;efpecially the meaner fort,who 
now the charge of advice is taken 
away, and that of Phyfick leflened , 
will much more willingly. addrefs 
themfelves to fober intelligent Phy- 
fitians 5 than to Apothecaries ,. and 
other Quacks or Mountebanks. 

8. This improvement of Phyfick 
willbe of great advantage to Philo- 
fophy. :

then Sugar and Honey may, and do 
probably often fuperinduce another 
Texture, and’ other ‘qualities than 
they found in Vegetables , deftroy- 
ing the former, it were advifable, 
that ‘befides’ thefe’ Preparations we 
ufed» others: at leaft on extraordi- 
nary occafions 5 wherein the: vertues 
of the fimples ate preferved more 
intire: and wherein much is con- 
centred in a litle room. ‘I will 
fot’ deny but there ‘is more 
trouble in making the Jatter, than 
the former ; but extraordinary fuc- 


cefs will be an abundant recom- 


penfe for rhe expence of ‘time and

n@feriour, or “at leaft’ but’ cqual to

» i now coft: a fimall Dofe of thofe

}ed this digreffion by a moft facile 
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and natural method without any 
additament, or fo much as the 
help of, Culinary fire, they may be 
converted; into Liquors exceedingly 
Spitituous ; and which may-be kept 
without lofs of. vertue, many. years. 
But of this the world will fhorely, 
1 fuppofe, have a more particular 
account; :and therefore I hall let 
it pals without any. further Iluftra- 
tion. 

Buc if it be enquired, whet Pre- 
parations of Vegetables they ave, which 
aye pretended. to retain the whole 
Crafts and Vertues of the Vegetables, 
sutivre ? 

I anfwer,; The Effences. made by 
Diftillation, per defcenfum, in the Sun, 
which by other cafie Operations, are 
further purified and exalted: the Ef 
fential Salts. of Vegetables, I.mean 
not the vulgar, but fuch as-have the 
exact tat and fell of the Vegetables 
that afforded them, whole adtive parts 
are moft. evidently united in the 

Cryftal- 
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‘Cryftalline Salts, as appears by the 


effe&ts ; as alfo from this, that 1f the 
Capious feces be Diftilled , they yield 
only an infipid Phlegm, and a very 
fmal! portion of grofs feculent Empy- 
reumatical Oyl: and afterwards the 
Caput Mortuum calcined never fo long, 
yields no fixed Sale, which is in anos 
ther form in the Effential, united with 
the active Principles of Spirit and Oyl, 
as appears upon Diftillation. But be- 
fides thefe, the Effences of Vegetables 
made by the union of their pungent 
vinous Spirits, eflenttal Oyles, and 
highly depurate fixed Sales, which by 
iterated Cohobations become a fimi- 
lar Liquor, wherein the Principles 
are infeparably united , are noble Re- 
medies ; and though do not affirm, 
that they retain aN the Specifical pro- 
perties of their Vegetables : yet I per- 
{wade my felf, thacif they want any, 
this defeét is abundantly fupplyed by 
the acqueft of new, which perhaps 
in many cafes are much fuperiour to 
: what 











what we could expeé from the crude 
plant,moft exactly appropriated. ‘And 
thatin a word I may manifett, how 
great alterations may be made on 
Vegetables by flight means, 1 will 
mention one Method:more of dealing 
with them;whereby without any other 
additament than what they may re- 
ceive from the Air, the leaves of all 
Vegetables being duly fermented and 
difttlled, yicld copioufly a Liquour 
which reétified , is not to be diftin- 
guifhed from Spirit of Blood, Soot, 
Harts-horn, or other urinous Spirits 
or Salts: and mixed with highly de- 
phlegmed Spirit of wine, they concoa- 
ulate into the Offz alba. And though 
Pa herbs, as Wormwood, Cardyus 
Beneditius,Mugwortse>c. yield it more 
plentifully then others; yet all yield 
fo much that a large Retort filled only 
with common. Grafs thus. ordered, 
ives at leaft a pint of this fubtile, vo~ 
facile Spirit: which if oSten rectified, 
appeares ina Saline form, and is as 
pene- 
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penetrating and fugitive, as the Sale 
of fermented Urine. As for the Capue 
mortnwm, in vain do you expect a fixt 
Salt in it; That being made fuch 
by the action of the Fire ; it being vo- 
Jatile: not fixed in the Vegetable, as 
this natural way of Avalyfis evinces. I 
have by me an intire difcourfe on this 
fubje& ; wherein there is a great vari- 
ety (1 had almoft faid infinity) of expe- 
timents and obfervations. And fome- 
times J am apt to flatter my felf into 
a belief, that this is thetrue, genuine, 
and univerfal way of extricating the 
component Principles of Vegetables ; 
and that it will give usa greater in- 
fight into their nature, than any thing 
which hath been hitherto made pub- 
lick. Belides, there appear during 
thefe Operations many things, which 
willprove highly inftrudtive to thofe 
that Philofophize on other Subjeés. 
But to return into the way from which 
we were diverted, I affirm. 
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That, Phyfitians preparing and di- 


fpenfing their own Medicines will be - 


of great advantage to the Publike,as it 
confirms the health of the weak, and 
refcues many from difeafes, who 
would. otherwife faint under them, 
This addition to the number of the 
diving, and increafe of their ftrength, 
being of no mean importance, the ho- 
nour and profperity of a Nation con- 
fifting in a multitude of found minds 
animating healthful bodies; whereby 
they are rendred fit for the Arts of 
War and Peace. And therefore, we 
may prefume that publick perfons, 
whether the moft fupreme or fubor- 
dinate Magiftrates, will be fo far from 
oppofing {uch a reformation as this 
we defign; that they will give us all 
the encouragement and affiftance we 
can defire. And queftionlefs, if there 
be any Impediments or Obftacles, 
which Phyfitians themfelves cannot 
remove, as-I hope there are not many, 
they have reafon to reft affured; that 

our 
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.| our Great and Wife Counfel will in 
» | fuch cafes interpofe their Authority, 
| which will extirpate whatfoever op- 
ii | poles ic felf to fo jue and advantage- 
»| ous defigns. For where any thing is 
of publick advantage, what thould 
hinder its propofers from expeCing 
publick Countenance > Ir being well 
known, that in all well founded Gon- 
ftitutions where there is a union of 
| dnterefts, there will be united Coun- 
| fels and Endeavours. And we may 
‘| farther encourage our felves froma 
| hence, that they who are fo tender of 
,| every mans propriety, that they ac- 
} count every invafion thercof, an inju- 
{ty done to themfelves, will nor deny 
i their afliftance to Phyfitians, whofe 
ipropricty alfotis ftrangely invaded, 
ithe Ufurpers now being almoft read 
,§to.plead Prefcription. And befides, 
_ we duppofe that they who are fo much 
Gconcerned to keep every man in quiee 
ipofieflion of his own eltate, will not 
_ §be wanting to thofe who would endea- 
vour 
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vour to render them more fecure of I ' 
their lives; which are of fomewhat: || 


many are frequently indangered by; 
ignorant, bold, daring Apothecaries: 
and Empiricks, hath been made fuf- 
ficiently manifeft. 

But befides all this, If Phyfick be: 
really, as is pretended, a ufeful Sci-- 
ence, the Publick ought to take care it! 
do not degenerate 5 atid that its wor-- 
thy Profeffors be not difcouraged, or 
deprived of an honourable fubfi-. 
{tance. For it hath been ever obfer--|; 
ved, That where any. Art receives} y) 
sreateft encouragement, there it ufu--}, 
ally arifesto its higheft perfection; and!

| People (in reference. to health) being 
calt upon Phyfitians, it is not fut 
ficient that they are honeft men, ad-

a method, that thefe ends may be 
certainly attained to, not only by 
themfelves, but alfo by others that 
thall fucceed them. VVhich will moft 
infallibly happen, if it become the 
cuftom and fafhion for Phyfitians to 
Jook after the preparing of their own 
Medicines; for then the common in- 
tereft will oblize all Phyfitians to 
have them as good as they can con- 
trive or make them. And let their 
Servants, Apothecaries, or Operators, 
be never fo bad or wicked; although 
Twill not fay , ifrhis courfe be ob- 
ferved it will make them good: yet 
itis attended with the great conve- 
nience of being fufficient to prevent 
any influence their wickednefs can 
have on Phyfick, It being highly im- 
probable that they fhould Sophifti- 
eate or Adulterate Medicines, ‘when 
they make no «benefit thereof.
